HUD awarded the City of Springfield an additional $2,566,272 for a Foreclosure/ 
Neighborhood Stabilization Program. The Program will address foreclosed and vacant 
properties in the City of Springfield.  These funds require an amendment to the Annual 
Action Plan 08-09.
